May Be Vetoed

the money in the world won’t 
help fu tu re political candidates 
bu y m ore than a limited am ou nt 
of telev ision and radio time u n­ 
der a bill Cong ress has sent to 
President Nix on.

presidential candidates. The bill 
passed the Hou se 247 to 112 last 
week. 
A 
candidate 
for 
president, 
v ice president, senator, repre­ 
sentativ e, g ov ernor or iieu ten 
ant g ov ernor wou ld be limited 
to sev en cents for each v ote cast 
in the last election for th at of­ 
fice, or $20,000, whichev er is 
hig her. 
Based 
on the 
1968 election, 
that 
wou ld lim it 
Repu blicans 
and D em ocrats to less than $6 
million each for the 197 2 presi­ 
dential cam paig n. 
The ceiling for prim ary elec­ 
tions wou ld be 
3 '/2 cents a v ote 
or $10,000. 
The bill requ ires stations and 
networks to sell candidates time 
at the lowest rate offered to oth­ 
er adv ertisers. 
The bill repeals the so-called 
“ equ al tim e” prov ision of the 
Commu nications Act as it ap 
plies to presidential and v ice 
presidential 
candidates. 
This 
wou ld enable broadcasters to of­ 
fer debate tim e to m ajor party 
candidates withou t being forced 
to offer equ al tim e to m inor par 
ties. 
At a press conference follow 
ing the Senate action W ednes­ 
day , Ru ssell Hem enway , nation 
al director of the National Com­ 
m ittee for an Effectiv e Con 
g ress, which u rg ed the bill, said 
he had heard Nix on is hav ing 
dou bts abou t the m easu re.

with the Senate’s $340 million. 
The com pany wou ld offer con­ 
tracts to the lines for taking 
ov er their passeng er operations 
after M arch 1, 197 1. The con­ 
tracts wou ld be offered ag ain 
two y ears later, bu t not after 
Jan. 1, 197 5. 
The corporation wou ld hav e a 
15-member board of directors, 
eig ht nam ed by the President 
with Senate confirm ation. Of the 
rem ainder, 
three 
wou ld 
be 
elected by common share stock­ 
holders and fou r by preferred 
stockholders. 
Also au thorized by the com ­ 
m ittee m easu re are g u aranteed 
loans of u p to $100 million for 
su ch thing s as rolling stock and 
u pg rading roadbeds. The Senate 
wou ld allow loan g u arantees to 
$60 million.

May Be Vetoed

A candidate 
for president,

sentative. governor or lieuten­ 
ant governor would be limited 
to seven cents for each vofe cast 
in the last election for that of­ 
fice, or $20,000, whichever is 
higher. 
Based 
on the 
1908 election, 
that 
would limit 
Republicans 
and Democrats to less than $0 
million each for the 1972 presi­ 
dential campaign. 
The ceiling for prim ary elec­ 
tions would be 3Va cents a vote 
or $10,000. 
The bill requires stations and 
networks to sell candidates time 
at the lowest rate offered to oth­ 
er advertisers. 
The bill repeals the so-called 
“equal tim e” provision of the 
Communications Act as it ap­ 
plies to presidential and vice 
presidential 
candidates.

would enable broadcasters to of­ 
fer debate time to major party 
candidates without being forced 
to offer equal time to minor par­ 
ties.

has passed a bill that would set 
up a government-backed corpo­ 
ration to run intercity trains 
with twice the money the Senate 
has proposed under a similar 
bill. 
The 
profit-making 
venture 
would allow railroads to divest 
themselves of the intercity runs, 
something they have wanted to 
do for some time. 
The 
committee 
bill 
set 
a 
spending ceiling for the corpora­ 
tion of $175 million, compared 
with the Senate’s $340 million. 
The company would offer con­ 
tracts to the lines for taking 
over their passenger operations 
after March I, 1971. The con­ 
tracts would be offered again 
two years later, but not after 
Jan. I, 1975. 
The corporation would have a 
15-member board of directors, 
eight named by the President 
with Senate confirmation. Of the 
remainder, 
three 
would 
be 
elected by common share stock­ 
holders and four by preferred 
stockholders. 
Also authorized by the com­ 
mittee measure are guaranteed 
loans of up to $100 million for 
such things as rolling stock and 
upgrading roadbeds. The Senate 
would allow loan guarantees to

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
Fierce Jordanian army attacks 
were reported to have broken 
Palestinian resistance in north­ 
ern Jordan today and Amman 
radio said 5,000 guerrillas have 
surrendered. 
New fighting broke out in Am­ 
man, Jordan’s capital, and in 
the outskirts. But the fighting 
was not expected to halt the 
evacuation of Americans and 
others from Amman.

In the north, where the Jorda­ 
nian army reported it drove out 
invaders from Syria 
Wednes­ 
day, Palestine guerrilla resist­ 
ance was broken. Israeli observ­ 
ers across the border reported. 
The fighting ce n tred in and 
around lrbid, Jordan’s 
second 
largest city 50 miles north of 
Amman. Israeli observers said 
the Jordanian army opened up 
with a heavy artillery barrage.

ended, Jordanian 
troops 
pursued 
the 
guerrillas. 
One 
source described the activity as 
a “ pogrom,” and said the guer­ 
rillas were afraid and were giv­ 
ing up. 
The main Syrian force with­ 
drew across the border, the in­ 
formants said, and was cen­ 
tered near Deraa 
in southern 
Syria, It left behind 25 damaged 
or destroyed tanks and a num ­ 
ber of armored personnel car­ 
riers, they reported. 
In lrbid, 50 miles north of Am­ 
man, the guerrillas said the 6th 
Royal Artillery Battalion was 
firing indiscriminately at the 
town, “ but our fighters are hold­ 
ing fast and their morale is 
high.”

Xuan Thuy was quoted as say­ 
ing that if the U.S. left residual 
forces behind “ they will be sub­ 
ject to hard attacks.” 
The salient point of a new 
Viet Cong peace talk proposal 
presented last week was a three- 
point offer contingent on an 
American promise to withdraw,

The Business World 
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Laff-A-Day

NEW YORK (AP) — Many 
companies that got caught up in 
the frenzy of mergers and ac­ 
quisitions of the late ‘60s are 
now learning to their regret the 
urge to merge isn’t as simple as 
it seems. 
Just because the figures are 
right doesn’t necessarily guar­ 
antee success after a merger of 
acquisition, says Irwin Meyer, a 
partner at Meyer, Bibicoff, Mo­ 
rales & Co. 
“ Most of these deals in the 
last three or four years have 
been bad or marginal deals. 
And the reason is simple—most 
companies just forgot tile hu­ 
man element involved in merg­ 
ers and acquisitions,” he says. 
As 
an 
investment 
banker, 
Meyer has had experience in 
what makes them work or not 
work. Investment bankers serve 
as matchmakers in arranging 
mergers and acquisitions 
“So many companies and ex­ 
ecutives went wrong because 
they forgot people buy and sell 
companies for emotional rea­ 
sons that arc not always dictat­ 
ed 
by 
good 
business 
sense. 
Their motivation can be things 
like power and ego drives and 
the deals can end up costing 
them a lot of money. Not only 
that many companies even for­ 
got to build strong management 


ties with a company once they 
took it over,” Meyer explains. 
The human element becomes 
especially important in the ac­ 
quisition of the $1 million to 
$10-million type company, he 
emphasizes. 
In 
these 
cases 
many of the companies are pri­ 
vate operations and are still run 
by the man who originally built 
them up. 
“These men may be selling 
for a lot of emotional reasons— 
because their wife wants them 
to retire, because they’re get­ 
ting old or are sick, because 
their neighbor just sold his busi­ 
ness for say $5 million or IO 
million. But they all have one 
thing in common—a lot of pride. 
And often they’re overwhelmed 
by the impersonality and mag­ 
nitude of the companies who are 
considering buying their opera­ 
tions,” he adds. 
Meyer pinis out that a man 
who spent his entire life build­ 
ing up his own company just 
doesn’t know how to react when 
he gets a phone call that goes 
like this: “Hi, I’m Mr. Smith, 
head of a 
multimillion-dollar 
corporation. I’m calling from 
my own private jet plane about 
30,800 feet in the air now. But 
tomorrow MI be stopping by to 
see you because I want to buy 
your company.” 


As Meyer puts it, when the 
small-business 
man 
perhaps 
with an attorney and an ac­ 
countant, meets Mr. Conglomer­ 
ate with .his team of Harvard 
graduates to first discuss the 
possibility of an acquisition, ifs 
no 
wonder 
misunderstanding 
abounds on both sides. 
“ Although the small-business 
man knows his own business 
well, he doesn’t really know 
what the conglomerate wants. 
He just picked a big New York 
Stock Exchange listed firm as a 
potential 
buyer 
because 
he 
thinks his operation is good and 
rates a big buyer,” Meyer ex­ 
plains. 
“I think American manage­ 
ment has a lot to learn in this 
area of mergers and acquisi­ 
tions. B u s i n e s s m e n have 
learned how to use stock certifi­ 
cates, warrants and convertible 
debentures to buy things. But 
running the multicompanies and 
conglomerates 
that 
emerge 
from these deals make it a 
whole new world for business. 
Just because the figures are 
right doesn’t mean it’s a good 
deal. And no m atter how good it 
could be, it will never work un­ 
less the buyer and seller both 
try and understand each other’s 
motiviations,” he concludes.

Rifle Blasts Snuff Out Hopes, Dreams Of Girls 


Cancer Treatment Machine 


'Shoots' Radioactive Pellets 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (A P) - 
Cancer victims soon will be 
treated by a revolutionary sys­ 
tem that shoots radiation into 
patients by remote control. 
Dr. Carl F. von Essen says he 
and associates at the University 
of California developed the sys­ 
tem to overcome one of radi- 
therapy’s toughest 
problems— 
getting radiation to a caneerous 
area without destroying inter­ 
vening tissue. 
“ The instrument shoots small 
beads of radioactive cobalt into 
patients through thin metal or 
plastic tubes,’’ he said Wcdnes 
day in an interview’. “ The beads 
are moved through the tubing 
and positioned at the cancer site 
by a series of cables operated 
by remote control.” 
Development of the system 
took three years and was done 
in , collaboration 
with 
Atomic 
Energy of Canada, Ltd., said 
von Essen, professor of radiolo­ 
gy and director of the division 
©f radiotherapy at the Universi­ 
ty of California San Diego Medi­ 
cal School. 
"The entire treatment takes 
only a few' minutes,” he said, 
“ and it can be done on an outpa­ 
tient basis.” 
The machine, covered with 
lead to protect the patient and 
the operator, has three tubes 
which are inserted in body cavi­ 
ties such as the mouth, rectum 
and urinary tract, Von Essen 
said. 


“ But it can also be used in 
other areas by introducing the 
tubes into the body through sur­ 
gery,” he added. 
The cobalt beads or pellets, he 
said, are “ about the size of a 
small pebble” 
and are posi­ 
tioned in the patient’s body by 
technicians in a radiation-iree 
area. 
Von Essen said the machine is 
not meant to replace systems 
now in use but was developed 
‘to 
comp’ement 
such 
other 
forms of radiation therapy as 
external cobalt.” 
Von Essen’s machine makes 
its formal debut Friday. He said 
he expects it will be in regular 
use by Oct. 1.

“ The instrum ent shoots sm all 
beads of radioactive cobalt into 
patients through thin m etal or 
plastic tubes.’’ he said Wcdnes 
day in an interview. “ The beads 
are moved through the tubing 
and positioned at the cancer site 
by a series of cables operated 
by rem ote control.” 
D evelopm ent 
of the

took three years and was done 
in 
collaboration

Atomic 
E nerg y of Canada, Ltd., said 
von Essen, professor of radiolo­ 
gy and director of the division 
cf radiotherapy at the Universi­ 
ty of California San Diego Medi­ 
cal School. 
‘T h e entire trea tm e n t 
takes 
only a few m inutes,” he said, 
“ and it can be done on an outpa­ 
tient basis.”

the operator, has three tubes 
which are inserted in body cavi­ 
ties such as the mouth, rectum 
and urinary tract, Von Essen 
said.

denied a rehearing to James 
Garrett Bryson, 25, of suburban 
Dayton. 
Vails is scheduled to die Oct. 
5 for the October 1968 shotgun 
slaying of Beatrice Thomas, 49, 
and the bludgeon 
murder 
of 
her mother, Maria Simpson, 69, 
both of Cincinnati. 
He had requested a stay of 
execution in ordr to file 
an 
appeal before the U.S. Supreme 
Court. Vails still may appeal 
to the governor. 
Bryson was convicted of the 
strangulation death of tavern 
owner Catherine Callahan, 63 
of Dayton. His execution has 
been set for Oct. 19, but he still 
may appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 
In another case,

Phosphates Are Blamed In Fish Kill 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Preliminary findings of Project 
Hypo, 
a 
six-month, 
$200,000 
study of Lake 
Erie 
by the 
Federal Water Quality Admin­ 
istration 
and 
the 
Canadian 
Centre for Inland Waters, show 
that phosphates are responsible 
for the lack of oxygen which 
is killing fish in the lake. 
Curtis Ross, a chemist on the 
study, said phosphates seem to 
be one of the prime factors, 
if not the main factor, in creat­ 
ing massive algae blooms. He 
said that when the algae decays 
it uses up oxygen and causes 


a bad taste and odor to the 
water. 
Phosphates are coming into 
the lake primarily from house­ 
hold 
detergents, 
the 
study 
found, 
although 
phosphate 
is 
found in fertilizer, sewage and 
industrial waste water. 
The preliminary report indi­ 
cates that nearly half of the 
6,000-square-mile central basin 
of the lake suffered complete 
loss of dissolved oxygen this 
summer—oxygen which is nec­ 
essary to support fish life. 
Ross said that not only are 
phosphates poured into the lake, 
but the chemical is regenerated 
as well. 
He 
said the 
study 


would have to determine what 
percentage of the phosphate is 
regenerated before steps could 
be taken to put the lake back 
in 
shape 
to support 
animal 
life. 
The report is to be completed 
in late November and is ex­ 
pected to draw guide lines for 
standards on phosphate remov­ 
al 
from 
sewage 
treatment 
plants 
and 
the 
phasing 
of 
phosphates from detergents.

DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) — A 
bank shu tdown in Ireland is 
forcing the p u blic to tu rn to bar­ 
tenders. dru ggists and grocers 
for cash—and the shu tdown is 
threatening to sp read to North­ 
ern Ireland. 
Union leaders are considering 
calling ou t 3.000 affiliated bank 
emp loy es in the six Northern Ir­ 
ish cou nties gov erned by Brit­ 
ain.
